About this time of year a great percentage 
of our foals are dropped, and it behoves us to 
pay particular attention to the brood mare 
trom now onward. When the mare’s time is 
up—say, a month hence—there is no necessity 
to keep her perfectly idle or to perpetually 
watch her. A moderate amount of exercise 
is good for her and will make foaling easier, 
and the exercise can very well take the shape 
of light work.- Some farmers have the habit 
of perpetually watching the mare, but wile 
the idea underlying is good, the actual fact 
only makes her nervous, and nervousness 
leads to trouble. Then, again, in some dis- 
tricts it is quite a common practice to dreuch 
the mare before foaling whether she wants a 
purgative or not, or even to ‘“‘give her a 
ball,’’ practices which are foolish and dan 
gerous. The mare should, of course, be in 
good health, and should have been wel! 
treated and properly exercised during the 
spring, and then foaling is an operation at- 
tended with very little danger, In normal con- 
ditions it takes place in less than half an 
hour, and when in the open field the foal 
will be on its feet in less than half an hour 
from the time it has been dropped. After 
the foal has been dropped the navel cord 
should be tied about an inch from the body 
with silk thread which has been dipped in 
tincture of iodine, and then, having cut ‘it 
off, mother and foal should be left alone. A 


| frequent mistake is to press food or drink 


on the mare immediately after foaling. “The 
best plan is to avoid fuss; let the foal suck 
when it is able, and then when the mare 
shows signs of being interested, give her a 
light bran mash, followed by a couple of 
pounds of meadow hay. Where it is clear 
that the mare has a difficulty in foaling, re- 
move her to a house where there is plenty of 
litter, and send for the vet. at once, mean- 
while leaving her as quiet as possible. Where 
there is a delay in foaling it is dificult te 
save the foal, and the less handling the mare 
receives the better. In the case of a calving 
cow it is quite practical for the ordinary in 
telligent man to change the position of the 
calf where necessary, often losing sight of it 
for minutes to do so, but with the mare the 
least difficulty demands expert skill. After 
the foal is up and about it requires no special 
care, the dam’s milk providing the necessary 
Íood and medicine, but in some cases consti- 
pationgets in during the first few weeks. This 
may wsually be relieved by drenching the 
mare, but here again care and skill are essen. 
tial. In severe cases medicine is only harm- 
ful without an injection, and the business re- 
quires careful handling as well as nice ad 
justment of the drugs used to the strength of 
the foal. In all trouble the great hope of 
remedy is to take them in time, and this is 
peculiarly true of foal trouble; so that no 
matter what difficulties are in the way 
the mare and foal should be inspected twice 
a day “until the danger has passed. When 
the mare is: brought hack to harness shortly 
after foaling she should be allowed to suckle 
the foal regularly. even though this may be 
meonvenient at times. But it is good for

CASE.

ECHO IN NEW YORK 
COURT. 


The echo of an international will case was 
heard in New York when the claim of Mr. 
Henry D. Hummel, of South Portland, against 
the 80,000 dollar (£16,000) estate of Miss 
Berthe Hummel, who died in England last 
November, was settled for 1,500 dollars 
(£3500). 

Kight years ago, Hummel, then a baker’s 
delivery man, began a legal battle to gain 
possession of the estate of Mr. Abraham H. 
Hummel, once a prominent New York 
attorney, who died in London in 1925, He 


claimed to be the son of the attorney and 
his secret bride, Leila Farrell, a favourite of 
the American stage many years ego. 

Abraham Hummel'a will, executed in 
London in April, 1924, not only made no 
mention of his wife or son, but referred to 
the testator as a bachelor. He left the bulk 
of his estate, then estimated at 1,250,000 
dollars (£250,00C), to his two sisters, Berthe 
Hummel! and Sovhie Hummel! Kaffenburgh. 

Kventually the case was settled out of court, 
Henry Hummel receiving 1,750 dollars (£350). 
By this time estimates of the value of the 
estate had shrunk to 56,000 dollars (£11,200). 

Throughout the proceedings Henry Hummel] 
insisted that he was not interested in the 
money, but was only anxious to establish his 
parentage and clear his mother’s name, 

The latest settlement arises out of Henry 
Hummel’s objection to probate of the will of 
Miss Berthe Hummel. To-day Hummel owns 
a small restaurant in South Portland,

DEER MENACE IN NEW 
ZEALAND.

ANIMALS MAY 
FLOODS. 


About 10,000 red deer have been slaughtered 
this summer in the South Island of New 
Zealand by order of the Government. 

Immense herds of these animals, roaming 
the courttryside and destroying great tracts of 
mountain forest, have become a national 
menace, states Reuter from Wellington. Sixtv- 
three vears ago there were no red deer in 
New Zealand. Then fifteen were imported 
from the estates of the Earl of Dalhousie. 
in Forfarshire. Eight of them died. The 
other seven multiplied so enormously that 
there are to-day hundreds of thousands in 
the North and South Islands of New Zealand. 

Anyone may now shoct red deer of any age 
or sex. Armies of hunters are sent out bv the 
Government to wage war on the animals. as 
it, is feared that the destruction of the forests 
may result in the flooding of the fertile farm 
land in settled areas during the rainy season 

The deer trample down the moss and 
undergrowth which acts as a sponge to 
absorb the flood water.

A Cutting Out Table. 


Cutting out cannot dashed at. It 
must be premeditated. But even if you 
have not a special sewing 100m, you can, 
for a few shillings, provide yourself with a 
cutting-out table, into which drawing pins 
or plus may be pushed to hold pattern and 
material securely.

The Pressing Iron. 


For pressing, you should have a six-pound 
iron and an jroning board, though you can 
makeshift very well with a deal plank sup- 
ported at each end on a table, 

Cover the board with an old blanket—but 
see there are no holes toó' make an uneven 
surface—and over that place some smooth 
cotton material. Heavy unbleached muslin is 
best. Fasten the coverings to the underside 
of the beard with drawing pins so that no 
damp material can coine in contact with the 
pins to get rust marked, 


A Sleeve Board. 


Another useful addition to the dress. 
maker’s outfit is a sleeve board. Some such 
contrivance is really necessary, since, with- 
out it, it is easy to press a garment out of 
shape. Quite a good substitute is a rolling 
pin with a bath towel wrapped round it; This 
should be used for tricky things, like the tops 
of sleeves, gathers, collar seams. 

The actual method of pressing matters a 
good deal. Press on the wrong side whenever 
possible. When moisture is needed use i 
cotton pressing cloth wrung out of water 
between the tron and the material. 

Seams should be pressed lightly with the 
point of the iron first, and a good tip for 
apening seams in heavy material is to dip the 
fingers in water, run them down the seam,

and press verv lightly with the point of the 
iron before using the pressing cloth, 


Pile Fabrics. 


Pile fabrics, such as velvet, plush and wool 
pile, are most easily dealt with by steaming 
since pressing on a hard surface flattens the 
pile. To steam seams open, reverse your 
iron, supporting it face up between two bricks 
or bloeks of wood. Place a damp musiin 
over it, and then draw the wrong side of the 
fabric over the muslin. 

Another method is to turn the garment 
inside out, pin one end carefully to the iron. 
ing board,-then hold up the garment from the 
board with one hand and run the iron up the 
seam with the other, taking care not to let 
the fabric touch the board while the iron is 
on it, .

FLOUR IMPORTS.

Investigations were 
proceeding into the mineral resources of other 
parts of the couniry.

MINISTER'S SPEECH RECALLED. 


Mr. R. MULCAHY (U1, Dublin), on 

behalf of Mr. McGilligan, moved that the 
estimate bee» referred back for reconsidera- 
tion, He said that six months ago the 
Minister state: at Athy that upon develop- 
ments that would take place in the country 
this year and next year would depend the 
whole future of the Ims nation, Apparently, 
the main developmeat that the Minister had 
in mind to-day was th:- they were to have 
additional services that would take them 
ite the air and would export the gradually 
diminishing products ot this country, and 
that they were going to have ‘agreements 
made with all the countri : that the Minister 
could think of. In spite of the Ministry's 
efiorts to develop industry ere, those 
engaged in industry complained that a very 
considerable numbe, ot juveniles were being 
employed, that thee was a considerable im- 
portation of goods, despite high  tavriffs, 
and that conditions in ma iv of the factories 
were bad; that they were impressed by the 
amount in Incoming foreign capital, and that 
probably what was at the bottom of their 
difficulties was that there was no living to 
be got out of agriculture, and that the pur- 
chasing power of the people had been con- 
ficerably lessened, i was extraordinary 
that the Minister had not devoted himself to 
those matters, 
_ There had been no attempt to give any 
information as to the extent to which capital 
was being put into new Irish industries, and 
the extent to which that capital was Irish, 


ALCOHOL PRODUCTION, 


The Minister had spoken of the production 
f industrial alcohol. Any Dublin worker 
ould tell that he was paying 9d. per stone 
or potatoes, while the Minister proposed to 
¢ke 25,000 tons of potatoes from the farmers 

2)d. per stone. As an experiment. the 
M\nister was going to produce 500,000 gallons 
of \industrial alcohol at 2s. 4d. per gallon. 
rhe\revenue was going to lose £16,600 as the 
resujt, and the motorists were going to pay 
st £33,333 extra for petrol. Those who 
ew most about the business had told the 
Minister that it might cost 3s. per gallon to 
produce, and in those circumstances motorists 
would have to pay an extra £50,000 for 
petrol. Between the taxpayer and motorist 
the cost of the scheme for the production of 
500,000 gallons would be a minimum of 
£50,900 and a maximum of £66,666. 

If the Minister proposed to provide Irish 
spirit for 25 per cent. of our petrol require- 
ments, the revenue would lose about £330,000 
in connection with the development of indus. 
trial alcohol, and if motorists would have to 
pay about £666,000, it would mean that 
between the taxpayer and the motorists they

These places, continued Mr. NORTON, 
were undermining decent rates of wages and 
were a menace to well-established firms who 
paid trade union rates, They “knew, too, 
that there had been a most cruel and inhuman 
exploitation’ of child labour in the City of | 
Dublin. Well-educated girls, who could not 
get employment in clerical work, were forced 
to go into these new factories, many of them 
employed, at diabolically low wages, for forty- 
eight and fifty hours a week for a few shillings 
—it was an absolute scandal. 

Mr. LEMASS—Probably against the law. 
Why. does not the deputy supply the neces- 
sary information himself, 

Mr. NORTON—I gave the Minister the 
necessary information in my motion in this 
House eighteen months ago. The Minister 
knows perfectly well the abuses that obtain, 
Let him ask one of his eleven inspectors to 
investigate the conditions, say, in the packing 
industry. 

Mr. LFMASS—They have been set up 
under the Trades Board Act, and if employes 
are not properly paid their employers 
are liable to prosecution, 

Mr. NORTON—'The wages are scandalously 


Ow. 

Mr. LEMASS—They are the rates that the 
trades unions agreed to. 

Mr. NORTON—No, nothing of the kind, 
The Chairman of the Trades Rico (Council- 
lor T. Kelly), who is here behind me, agreed 
to it. It is the chairman that fixes the rates, 
not the trades unions, because the trales 
unions only accept the Trades Boards as a 
desperate remedy for a desperate disease. 
The Chairman behind me knows that the 
trades unions, if thes could, would not touch 
the Trades Board with a forty-foot pole. 


WORKING HOURS. 

The Minister, at a meeting of the Fianna 
Fail Cumann in Triyity College, gave his 
benediction to a scheme for reducing working 
hours, but he never said a word about what 
his Department was going to do about it. 
It was nothing short of economic lunacy to 
have one section of the people working 48, 
60, and 80 hours a week, while another sec- 
tion had no work at all. Reduction of work- 
ing hours would mean the abserption of many 
of the unemployed. 

In relation to-the Road Transport Act, he 
(Mr. Norton) understood that the transfer 
of all Dace arb ing licences in Dublin 
to one monopoly was likely to take place. 
The complaint was made by the staff of the 
smaller ‘bus companies that they were not 
getting employment - in the new company. 
The position was very unsatisfactory, 

He asked the Minister if some of the new 
boot factories, ostensibly Irish-ownéd, took 
strong exception to trade unions taking steps 
to protect the interests of workers, ‘The de- 
centralisation of industry was a pet Govern- 
ment rabbit. But, what new industries had, 
in fact. been started in the past two vears 
in the Counties Kildare, Offaly, Leix, Carlow, 
and Wexford ? j 

Mr. DAVIN (Labour, Leix)—A sausage 
factory. 

Mr. NORTON, continaing, said that there 
were five counties, at any rate, in relation 
to which he wanted to know the effect of the 
policy of decentralisation How many men 
and women had got employment there, and 
whet were the rates of wages paid? 

Mr MORRISSEY (U.1.. Tipnerary) said 
that last evening the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce had accused Depuiv Anthony 
of beatine Irish industry with a stick. Deputy 
Norton. in his speech they had just listened 
to, had used not a stick. but a battering- 
rain. Deputies Norton and Anthony, as well 
as every other deputv in the House, did not 
desire to iniure Irish industry, but: wanted 
to see that Irish industry was not develoved 
‘on lines here where juveniles were exploited 
to the exclusion of heads of families. 

The Minister led them to believe that thev 
would have at least one, or possibly four, 
cement factories once the various bills were 
passed. He would like to get some informa-

ALARMING FIGURES. 

Mr. JOHN GOOD (Ind,, Co. Dublin) said 
that he wished to drew the Minister's atten- 
tion fo some fioures that were rather alarm- 
ine in connection with juvenile unemploy- 
ment. Unfortunately for juveniles emigration 
had practically ceased In the past they were 
not able to find emplovment at home and 
went to other countries, but in the past three 
vears that had ceased and the juveniles were 
thrown on the market. T-ast year there were 
fresh applications received from boys leaving 
the primarv schools to the number of 2.593, 
and from girls to the number of 2,427. There 
were already apniications on the register from 
272 bovs and 181 qirls. making a total of 
2,865 hows and 2,608 girls. 

The Education Committee was onlv able to 
find emplovment for 430 bovs and 463 girls, 
The em- 
ployment which many of the bovs got was 
as messengers, which led to nothing. This 
was a matter that required serious con- 
sideration, and he suggested that the Minister 
might do spmething on the lines suggested 
in the report of the Committee set up to 
inquire into technical education—namely, by 
placing them in continuatjon training schools. 
Employment for juveniles at the age of 14 
years was very scarce.

“PAVING regard to the particular work 
H done by that hospital in a district which 
was rapidly extending, he did not think 
it could be done as efticiently if transferred 
to one large hospital with thousands of beds.

‘’ A new Saorstat shipping company has been recently brought 
into existence in connection with the continental trade, and it is 
hoped that we shall be able to record some development in respect 
of cross-Channel services before the end of the year. - 


_ Mr. Lemass then announced that the organisation of a Free 
State air navigation company, and the institution of air services be- 
tween Free State towns, and from the Free State to other countries, 


is also being dealt with. 


‘" Certain definite proposals are at pre- 


sent being considered by the Department, which are likely to lead to 
the submission of a scheme to the Dail before the end of the year,” 
he said, and it was hoped that the scheme could be inaugurated at 


the beginning of next year. 


The construction of aerodromes and the utilisation of the facili-

FOREIGN TRADE PROSPECTS. 


On the subject of foreign trade, Mr. 
Iemass. had much less exciting tidings to 
relate. Negotiations with India were to 
be resumed soon, and tentative agree- 
ments had beén made with Spain, Belgium, 
Germany and France; but the guarded 


- yeferences of the most volatile member of 


the Government front bench to the results 
of investigations into external market 
possibilities seemed rather significant. 

These possibilities, in a number of 
countries, he claimed, were “ by no means 
pessimistic in respect of certain lines,’ 
but he candidly admitted that, in the case 
of commodities other than agricultural, 
openings did not appear to be ' very 
considerable.” 

This, however, did not interfere with the 
Minister’s cheerful outlook on the internal 
industrial situation. As a result of the 
industrial development of the last two 
he estimated, twenty thousand 
people had been put into employment, 
while more than ene hundred factories and 
three hundred workshops had been estab- 
Jished. As for the future, he was hopeful 
that an industrial alcohol distillery would 
be erected in time to deal with some of 
this year’s potato crop, and he hinted at 
“a number of interesting proposals ”’ 
which he is considering for the develop- 
ment of mineral industries.

A CRITICAL NOTE, 


Whatever the achievements of Mr. 


‘Lemass in regard to these industries, there 


is one industry which disturbs him, and 
that is the remarkable industry displayed 
by Mr. Mulcahy in gathering ammuni- 
tion to blow down the carefully-built 
Government case. Selecting his mate- 
painstakingly from the mass of 
statistics which constitute the record 
of industrial achievement, he threw 
at the Minister the evidence that the 
performances of the Government in 
certain industries in respect of which he 
had boasted months ago that ‘‘ the job vas 
done,” were still less than one-sixth of 
their promises.

SENATE BILL. 


From industry the House passed on to a 
more spectacular battle on the Constitu- 
tion, and Mr. de Valera was winding up 
a heated debate on the last stage of the 
Senate Bill when the House adjourned. 

Apart from the President’s own speech, 
the most interesting contribution to this 
debate came from Mr. MacDermot, whose 
fundamental objection to the bill was that 
it and similar measures would do a great 
deal to postpone the day of Irish reunion. 
On this question of ending partition, 
which he declared the most important ot 
all political considerations, he remarked: 
“We shall only make headway when we 
get together on the basis of discarding 
republicanism. That is why I, for one, 
hope that many years will not pass before 
we have a Coalition Government on‘ that 
basis,” 

Proíessor O'Sullivan, who opened the 
debate, argued on the basis of historical 
precept that the danger inevitably arising 
from the reversion to a single Chamber 
system was that of a dictatorship. Mr. 
de Valera answered him with more 
history, and declared that its real lesson 
was that when dictators came along, 
backed by force, they tore up any Con- 
stitution, whether it included’ two 
Chambers or one. 

Mr. de Valera raised the expectancy ot 
his audience for a moment when he re- 
marked that there would be a period of 
about a year, assuming that the Senate 
refused to pass the bill before it becme 
law, and vaguely suggested that during 
that time “ it will be possible to do some- 
thing.’’

F ERCE fighting between strikers and 

National Guards took place at Toledo, 
Ohio, yesterday. Three men were killed 
and several injured by shots fired by the 
Guards. Scores of others were injured by 
bricks and other weapons 

During the previous night workers in 
the Electric Autolite Company’s factory, 
where the strike is in progress, were 
besieged in the building and emerged 
worn out and tired when the National 
Guard were brought along to dispel the 
strikers yesterday morning. 

The riots of Wednesday night, says 
Reuter, had left scores of broken bones, 
bruises and smarting eyes. After the 
release of the 1,500 invaded workers 
National Guards stood with fixed bayonets 
and machine guns outside the battle- 
scarred factory. 

Yesterday a jeering crowd surrounded 
the Guards and hurled back several of the 
tear gas bombs with which the Guards 
pelted them. Stones and bricks were also 
thrown. 

The crowd grew larger and uglier in 
temper as the day advanced, and six 
soldiers are reported to have been injured 
by stones. At one point the troops ad- 
vanced on the strikers with fixed bayonets. 

When the situation became really alarm- 
ing the Guards fired a volley over the 
heads of the crowd, which had bombarded 
them with bricks and other missiles since 
early morning. ' 

The strikers were temporarily forced 
back, and the soldiers resorted to tear- 
gas bombs again. 
twenty persons had been injured, includ- 
ing several Guardsmen. The rioters later 
returned to the fray and engaged the 
soldiers in hand-to-hand fighting. 


MACHINE GUNS READY. 


Some of the Guards used their fists 
and their rifle butts to deal with the 
strikers, while others waited with loaded 
machine guns mounted on emplacements 
a few hundred feet from the scene. 
Eventually the Guards opened fire. 

Three were killed and a Guardsman has 
been taken to hospital with a bullet 
wound in the ear. Ambulances and 
private cars have been rushed to the scene 
to ‘help remove the wounded, whose 
numbers are rapidly increasing. 

The National Guards received no 
command to fire, according to a statement 
made by Colonel Marlin, the Second-in- 
Command. He said he believed that in 
the excitement some of the soldiers lost 
control 

A crowd of at least 5,000 took part in 
the battle. 


WATERFORD 
SCENES. 


SEIZED CATTLE 
ON OFFER. 


AN ABORTIVE 
AUCTION. 


From Our Own ConnREsPoNDENT, 
WATERFORD, Thursday. 


DERISIVE offer of one shilling and 
ninepence was the only bid made at 
Waterford. Pound to-day when twelve 
cattle were put up in three lots at a 
public auction, which was held by John 
McCarthy, Waterford County Council rate 
collector. The cattle were seized by Mr. 
McCarthy fourteen days ago on lands at 
Ballinvilla, in the occupation of Thomas 
Whittle. They were detained in respect 
of the alleged non-payment of arrears ol 
poor rate. 

There was a large crowd of townspeople 
present, as well as a big gathering of 
farmers from Gaultier, Dunmore, 
Tramore, and other districts in the 
County Waterford and from neighbouring 
counties. In anticipation of trouble a 
large force of Civic Guards and detectives, 
drawn from Waterford City and surround- 
ing stations, under the command of Chiel 
Superintendent Murphy and Superinten- 
dent Fahy, were brought to the scene. 
One detachment formed a cordon outside 
the pound, while other groups occupied 
points of vantage amongst, and on the 
outskirts of, the crowd. Members of the 
League of Youth, wearing blue shirts 
under their ordinary coats, were present 


BOYCOTTED, 


No untoward incident took place, and 
the proceedings began and concluded with 
good humour It was, however, apparent 
from the start that the sale would be 
boycotted. 

Before the sale formally opened the 
auctioneer invited those present to view 
the cattle, but, with the exception ol 
three men, none of whom were known to 
the people present, the invitation was 
rejected. Bids were repeatedly called for, 
but there was no response, except in one 
instance, when a local offered 1s. 9d. The 
offer was greeted with laughter, and the 
auctioneer, not to be outdone in repartee, 
invited the bidder to level the money. 

At one stage, as the auctioneer was 
soliciting offers,, a voice shouted : ‘‘ Shove 
them across the border.’’ ' 


ADJOURNED. 


Seeing sthe futility of continuing the 
proceedings, the auctioneer said that he 
would declare the sale adjourned. 

‘These cattle will be put up again for 
sale on Saturday next,” he said, “ and 
we will have another field day then.”’ 

The announcement was received with 
loud cheers for General O’Duffy and the 
United Ireland Party, at the conclusion 
of which one woman in the crowd shouted :

LORD LONDONDERRY 
AND DISARMAMENT.

I 685 LONDONDERRY, Secretary of 

State for Air, speaking ®t the Royal 
Empire Society banquet in London last 
night, said the sense of security, without 
which no convention could be achieved, 
had not as yet emerged from the delibera- 
tions of the Geneva Conference. 

The example of our own disarmament 
had not been followed, and unilateral dis- 
armament could never produce the results 
we had sought so ardently. 

“ Whatever form the universal desire to 
maintain peace may ultimately. take,” he 
continued, ‘‘ we have made up our minds 
that at all events the Royal Air Force, 
of whose efficiency the whole Empire is so 
proud, must be strong enough in numbers 
to ensure our safety and the proper dis- 
charge of all those great responsibilities 
which our position as the centre of the 
Empire imposes upon the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Northern Ireland. 

“I am convinced that in practice no 
international agreement will survive if it 
is based on the belief that air fighting can 
possibly be abolished. 

“We hope the situation will never 
arise, but a people whose life is at stake 
can hardly be expected to deny themselves 
the use of aircraft so long as their country 
is liable to be harassed by long-range 
shelling or their food supplies to be 
blockaded from their ports.”

LINKS OF EMPIRE. 


The Times to-day, concluding a leading 
article on the British Empire, says :—The 
general lines on- which co-operation can 
be made most effective were made clear 
at Ottawa. The principle of preference 
on a reciprocal basis was accepted by all 
the Governments, and was extended to 
cover the Colonial Empire as well as the 
Dominions and India. It was further 
accepted by Canada, Australia and New 
Zealand, that protection in future should 
not be extended to industries which had 
no reasonable economic prospects, and 
that, in any case, the amount of protec- 
tion given against imports from other 
countries -in the Empire should not ex- 
ceed what was necessary to secure fair 
competition on a basis. of comparative 
costs. In other words, the Dominions 
agreed, in pursuing their own industrial 
development, to take into account the 
manufacturing interests of Great Britain. 

Since these agreements were made 
difficulties have arisen in the British 
market for Dominion produce—partly 
through the British Government 's recogni- 
tion of their duty to revive British 
agriculture, and partly through the in- 
tensified restrictions imposed by many 
foreign countries, which have deflected 
upon Great Britain the excess agricultural 


supplies of the whole world. What is now. 


required is some guiding principle which 
shall ensure that the _ interests. of 
Dominion producers are taken into full 


account, without jeopardising the vital in-, 


terests of British farming. It will not 
be easy to reconcile the divergent interests 
of the home farmer, of the producers in 
the Dominions, and of British exporting 
industries, which not only would be 
affected by any rise in the cost of living, 
but can only sell their goods abroad if 
their customers are able to sell their 
produce in Great Britain. It should be 
the aim of all the Governments of the 
Empire during the coming year to work 
towards the solution of this great 


problem.

Commodore Pond commented on his 
good luck when the United States Vice- 
Consul, Mr. P. C. Seddicombe, greeted 
him at the Cardiff Aerodrome. - 

“Half way across the Irish Sea,” he 
said, “ flames started to burst frcm one 
of the cylinders, and we were snlashed 
with oil. Our greatest fear was that 
the machine might be set on fire, but we 
were very keen to continue tho flight, for 
Signor Mussolini had arranged a national 
welcome in Rome this evening, and we 
did not want to disappoint the Italian 
people. When we,reached the Welsh 
coast, however, we thought it advisable to 
land, and picked out Aberavon beach as 
the best spot.’’ 

The airmen themselves were little con- 
cerned about their bad luck, and later 
they visited a picture house and saw a 
film of the earlier stages of their flight. 
They will be unable to fly on to Rome 
for two days because their machine needs 
repairs,

After bidding good-bye 
to Major J. Liston, the officer command- 
ing, and his officers, the pilots climbed 
into the cabin and prepared to start the 
engine for the take-off. , 

Being heavily-laden, the monoplane took

succeeded in getting it into the air. He 
tried to do it earlier in the run, but failed. 
Climbing slowly over the fields to the west 
of the aerodrome, the red aircraft turned 
and flew back across Baldonnel with both 
the pilots waving farewell to the little 
group of well-wishers below.

Two members of the Royal Air Force iost 
their lives when the ’plane in which they 
were flying crashed and burst into flames 
at Monxton, near Andover, yesterday. 

They were Flying Officer George Elyton 
Sloane Williams and Corporal Robert Foley 
Brown. 

The ‘plane, an Atlas, was reduced to a 
mass of ruins, only the metal portions 
remaining in a tangle, and the bodies were 
burned almost beyond recognition. 

Flying Officer Williams, the pilot, was 
a New Zealander, and was a son of Mrs. 
G. A. Williams, of Wellington, New 


Zealand. He belonged to the station flight, - 


Andover. 

Corporal Brown was the son of Mrs. 8, 
M. Brown, of Hindon road, Tisbury, Wilts. 

The ’plane was one of others engaged in 
the every-day routine flying, and had been 
circling round the district. It’ was return- 
ing from a southerly direction towards the 
acrodrome, presumably going to land, It 
was flying somewhat low when it got into 
a spin, and then it appeared to the spec- 
tators at the Empire Air Day at the 
Andover Station to nose divé to the ground. 

Almost at once a cloud of smoke was seen

A STRIRE AVERTED. 


The threatened strike in the Dublin ocloth- 
ing factories has been averted as the result 
of an agreement reached at a conference held 
vesterday at the Department of Industry and 
Commerce, The parties represented were 
the Irish (Free State) Wholesale Clothing 
and. Cap Manufacturers’; Association and the 
Clothing Trades Group in the Dublin Trades 
Union Council. | 

The matter in dispute was the date at 
which an agreement on wages and conditions 
in the industry should take effect. 

As a result of the conference it was decided 
that the agreement should come into opera- 
tion from June 1, 1934, and that the new 
rates of wage should be payable on the first 
pay day following.

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A VISIT TO THE MOON..

SCHEME TO BUILD 
ROCKET CRAFT. 


A scheme for reaching the moon in twenty 
hours in a steel rocket-driven aircraft has 
been elaborated by Mr. Robert Marlinstone, a 
San Francisco furnier and ‘* futuristic 
scientist. ”’ The rocket ship would be tlung 
into space at 25,000 miles an hour by a fly- 
wheel taller than a skyscraper, states Reuter. 


‘In voyaging out into space, the initial 
problem is to push beyond the force of 
gravity,’ Mr. Marlinstone says. “H-a 


machine can be períected that can rival the 
whirling speed of the earth, you can pass 


| beyond the earth’s orbit and its gravity pull, 


This can be overcome by a giant wheel 
rotating in perfect balance at more than 


1,000 miles.an hour. 

Mr. Marlinstone explains that the rocket- 
ship would be attached to the wheel. An 
automatic clutch would release it, and then 
it would fly off into space at a sweeping 
tangent. 

A gyroscopic action within the rocket ship 
would, he says, protect the passengers from 
being smashed to a pulp while flying round 
and round the starting wheel. 

Once the aircraft is well away from the 
earth “ rockets will propel the ship at a 
speed of 25,000 miles an hour easily.“ 
Liquid oxygen *‘ repulsion rockets’ would be 
fired to make the aireraft slow down as it 
neared the end of its journey. And so, says 
Mr. Marlinstone, it would land gently on 
the moon. 


LIGHT ON VANISHED 
RACE.

DISCOVERIES IN BRITISH 
HONDURAS. 


Fresh light has been thrown- on the mys- 
tery. of a vanished race by the work of an 
archeological expedition from the Field 
Museum, Chicago, in the jungles of British 
Honduras. The expedition was led by an 
Englishman, Mr. J. Eric Thompson. 

Hitherto, writes Reuter from Belize (Bri- 
tish Honduras), experts have believed that 
the great derelict Maya cities in thé jungle 
were abandoned by their inhabitants over 
1,000 years ago, but they have never been 
able to explain why. 

Now the Field Museum expedition has ob- 
tained evidence showing that a high degree of 
civilisation actually flourished in the region 
until as late as the 16th Century. 

This explodes many of the theories which 
have been advanced to account for the exodus. 
At the ruined city of San Jose the expedition 
found traces of five periods of occupation 
extending over 2,000 years, and differentiated 
by varying styles of pottery. It is now sug- 
gested that the Mayas only deserted this 
region with the approach of the Spanish con- 
querors—600 years later than the accepted 
date. 

One of the chief discoveries of the expedi- 
tion is a 10-inch monolithic axe, with blade 
and haft made of obsidian (volcanic rock). 
Axes of this kind are depicted on Maya 
carvings, but this is the first actual example 
ever found.
